r Antiquaries of Holland. 

r /riie same issue of the European edition* 
of the Hekald describes in two articles; 
the galleries of some of the noted anti-' 
quaries of The Hague and Amsterdam, 
articles leading respectively with the es¬ 
tablishment of Mr. Alberge, at The Hague, 
and that of Mr. Frederik Muller, in Am¬ 
sterdam. 

In Mr. Alberge’s galleries were found 
beautiful ceramics, faiences and porce¬ 
lains, notably a pair of very large vases 
with covers, ancient Chinese porcelains 
in blue and white, the decorations in 
four superimposed circles, the pieces dat¬ 
ing from the Kang-Hi period. They 
measure ninety centimetres in height 
without the covers, which are surmounted 
by the dog Foo. There also is a beauti¬ 
ful clock in porcelain de Saxe, seventy 
centimetres high, and equally interesting. 
It is of the Louis XV. period. The dec¬ 
oration is most brilliant, consisting of 
two^ figures and flowers in relief; also 
motifs after subjects by Watteau. It is 
surmounted by an openwork dome end¬ 
ing in a vase of flowers. It is one of the

Mr. Muller has five pieces of 
hangings in Paris tapestry from the early 
part of the seventeenth century, repre 
senting “Artemise et Mausole” aud said 
to depict the grief of Maria de Medici 
In November there will be held in these 
galleries a sale of Delft faience, much 
of Which is decorated in polychrome and 
gold. 

Besides the establishment of Mons. 
Etienne Delaunoy, ^with its interesting 
reconstruction of an old Dutch house of 
the seventeenth century, and which is 
crowded with objects of art, one finds 
also that of Messrs. A. J. Spyer & Sons, 
devoted equally to furniture and art ob¬ 
jects. Then there is the picture gallery 
of Mr. Goudstiker, who is putting up a 
new building, in which there will be a 
gallery that will enable him to make an 
even finer display than in his present one. 
One should go to Mr. T. E. Goedhart’s 
establishment for old paintings, of which 
he has a large and important array. Re¬ 
cently installed is the establishment of 
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Antique Dresden China i 
Clock, from the Albsrge 
Collection,
